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‘Death trap’ road 
claims new victim 


Schoolgirl found dying in ditch

A NOTORIOUS “road of 
death” has claimed 
another schoolgirl’s life 
after she was found dying 
in a ditch. 

Alice Westland, of Card¬ 
inals Green, Horseheath, 
died last Friday night close 
to the spot on the A1307 
where 15-year-old Imogen 
Barker died last February 

The 16-year-old girl’s mother 
rushed to the scene but she arrived 
after her beloved daughter had 
died, despite a battle to save her 
after she was hit by a car 

Her grief-stricken mother could 
only say a final goodbye to her 
daughter in the back of an amb¬ 
ulance. 

The teenager was hit by a 
Peugeot 306 driven by a 37-year- 
old woman from Haverhill bet¬ 
ween Linton and Haverhill. 

Police are investigating the 
collision, which happened just 
before 6.30pm. 

Paramedics from Cambridge, a 
trauma specialist and a doctor 
fought to save the youngster’s life. 

Paramedic Bob Brotchie, based 
at Cambridge’s ambulance station, 
said: “We were called at 6.19pm and 
a crew had just passed the spot so 
they managed to get there in three 
minutes. When they arrived they 
found a 16-year-old girl in a ditch 
beside a parsley field. 

“She was unconscious and the 
crew immediately started res¬ 
uscitation attempts. They were 
then joined by a trauma specialist 


and a doctor who did all they could 
to save her but she died at the 
scene. 

“We brought her mother to the 
back of the ambulance to see her 
daughter who sadly was already 
dead. 

“I treated the lady driver of the 
car who was shaken but uninjured. 

“It is possible the young lady 
crossed the road after getting off a 
bus as happened to the girl who 


was previously killed at the same 
spot. Ambulance crews are often 
called to that road which is getting 
covered in flowers and tributes.” 

Last year Imogen Barker, a 
popular student at Linton Village 
College, died on the A1307 road as 
she got off a bus from Cambridge 
to return to her home in Parkway 
Shudy Camps. 

Her grieving father Roger 
Barker spoke to the Weekly News 


about the latest tragedy 

He said: “I just feel very sad for 
the family. I don’t know the 
circumstances of what happened 
but we really feel for them and can 
sympathise with what they now 
have to go through. 

“We would not want anyone to go 
through what we have. You never 
get over it.

Death sparks another 
plea for A1307 action

“We would like to send our 
condolences to the family 
as we can empathise with 
them. I feel so very sorry 
for them.” 

After Imogen’s death, her 
sister Naomi Barker, 18, 
urged council chiefs to 
improve safety near the 
bus stop. 

And East Cambridgeshire 
MP Jim Paice wrote to 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council demanding that 
cameras be installed as a 
matter of urgency, saying: 
“We cannot go on with 
this carnage”. 

Speaking this week he 
said: “Obviously every 
death is a tragedy and the 
fact that it appears to be a 
repeat of another recent 
death underlines the 
importance of doing 
something about that 
stretch of road, particularly 
after the somewhat 
heated discussions that I 
had with the then chief 
executive of the county 


council, Ian Stewart, at the 
time of the previous death 
and we still have not seen 
any action on this serious 
matter.” 

John Bridge, chief 
executive of 
Cambridgeshire 
Chambers of Commerce, 
said the tragedy could be 
laid at the door of road 
chiefs’ “absurd” red tape. 
He said: “We see this 
everywhere regretfully. In 
all their schemes it all 
comes down to the 
money. They look at the 
information historically to 
decide what to spend 
which is absolutely absurd 
because it means that we 
have to wait for people to 
be injured or maimed or 
even killed before anything 
is done. 

“All we get is delays and 
vacillation. I just hope that 
the people responsible for 
these decisions 
understand what non¬ 
action can mean.” 

Road safety campaign 


group Brake has called for 
immediate action and said 
lives could be saved if the 
speed limit on the 60mph 
road was reduced. 

A spokeswoman said: 
“Something as simple as a 
sign saying there is a bus 
stop there or a reduction 
in the speed limit could 
prevent these tragedies. 
“This is a timely reminder 
that even if the speed limit 
is 50 or 60mph, if you 
don’t know the road it is 
OK to slow right down.” 
Richard Spring, MP for 
West Suffolk, called for 
the Government to end 
the carnage. 

He said: “It is absolutely 
heartbreaking that another 
teenager has lost her life 
on this treacherous road. 
Until the Government 
stumps up the cash to 
improve the region’s roads 
then the carnage on the 
A1307 will continue. 

“It is utterly tragic and I’m 
heartbroken for the family 
who have lost a child in 


such a terrible way. But 
there will be more 
heartbreak for more 
families unless action is 
taken. Cambridgeshire 
County Council needs to 
lobby the Government for 
more money because the 
county is horrifically under 
funded.” 

Caroline Derbyshire, 
principal at Linton Village 
College, took time out 
from her holiday in the 
Lake District to pay tribute 
to Alice. She said: “We are 
in a state of great sorrow 
and huge outrage. 

“Sorrow because we have 
lost one of our own: a 
bright, caring, 
adventurous young 
woman who had a brilliant 
future ahead of her and 
outrage that yet again the 
A1307 has claimed the life 
of a wonderful young 
person. Something must 
be done - it’s a death trap. 
“Our thoughts and prayers 
are with Alice’s family and 
close friends.”

TWO lobby groups set up to 
fight for improvements on 
the A1307 have called for 
work on the “road of death” 
to be fast-tracked following 
last week’s tragedy 

Ester Cornell, chairman of the 
Access 1307 action group, said 
they were appalled by the latest 
tragedy, but pleased something 
was at last to be done about the 
junction. 

She said: “Our thoughts are 
with the family at this time as well 
as the pupils of Linton Village 
College who again have to come to 
terms with the loss of one of their 
friends. 

“The fact that within six months 
there will be a right hand turn and 
pedestrian refuge in this area 
makes this accident more tragic. 

“However, this just shows the 
reality of reactive road improve¬ 
ments. Problems for the comm¬ 
unities around the A1307 have 
increased with the growth of 
Haverhill. 

“A recent planning application 
in Haverhill involved an increase 
of 250 HGV’s per day. The 
planning officers at Cambridge¬ 
shire County Council believe the 
road has the capacity to take these 
increases. 

“We would like to know why 
they do not consider the comm¬ 
unity and the unacceptable risks 
that we have to take to cross or 
join the road - these risks are 
increasing with the growth of 
traffic.” 

Engineer Giuseppe Elia, from 
Haverhill, set up an online forum, 
www.A1307.com, in February to 
raise issues about the road and 
increase pressure for safety 
measures. He is disappointed that 


he is yet to receive responses from 
local councils and police regarding 
issues raised on the site. 

Mr Elia, 27, works at Genzyme 
and has lived in the town for just 
over a year, previously commuting 
to the town from Peterborough via 
the A1307. 

Mr Elia said: “Since I have lived 
in Haverhill, I find it shocking how 
little has been done to improve the 
road to prevent reoccurrences of 
such tragic events. Travelling 
along the road can be a constant 
reminder of how frail life can be.” 


Chris Cullum, a former Hav¬ 
erhill town councillor and camp¬ 
aigner for improvements to the 
A1307, wants average speed cam¬ 
eras to be installed on the road. 

He said: “The carnage and loss 
of life on this road has got to stop. 
The use of safety partnership 
cameras is a joke, people know 
where they are and just slow down 
at that point. The only way to 
reduce people’s speed and change 
their driving habits is to install 
average speed cameras. 

“It is time that the county 


council did something fast. They 
blame lack of money, but how 
much money is it costing every 
time there is an accident?” 

Six people died on the A1307 last 
year. The road has been put at the 
top of the list for improvements 
by Cambridgeshire County 
Council, with the Park Hill and 
Horseheath Green junction due 
for a £200,000 scheme to provide a 
right-turn lane, pedestrian refuge 
in the centre of the road and 
better road markings, this 
summer.

Mayors say ‘alio 
alio’ to French fair

A VOLUNTARY project to create 
a new wil dlif e site in Haver hill for 
schools and local groups to enjoy 
has been given a financial boost 
by West Suffolk landlord Have- 
bury Housing Partnership. 

The Go Wild project, run by the 
Haverhill Volunteer Centre in partner¬ 
ship with East Town Park Rangers, is 
calling for volunteers of all ages and 
abilities to help clear an allotment area in 
Manor Road to create the wildlife haven. 

The finished site will be open for local 
schools and groups to learn about nature. 

Havebury’s Community Investment 
Fund provided a £1,500 grant towards the 
£4,500 initiative, which will be used to 
purchase signage for the new site. 
Further cash was obtained from Have¬ 
bury’s Tenants’ Forum and a local firm. 

Plans for the new wildlife site include a 
nature trail, small pond and seating, some 
of which will be made by the volunteers 
from wood and other natural materials. 

An existing fox burrow will be 
preserved together with plant life, insects 
and small animals that naturally live in 
the habitat. Work begins on the project in 
late April with completion expected by 
the end of the year. 

Elaine Hewes, Volunteer Co-ordinator 
at Haverhill Volunteer Centre, said: “We 
are very grateful for the financial help 
Havebury has provided to get this 
valuable project off the ground. We are 
looking for volunteers to work over 10 
separate days throughout the year to 
create the wildlife area which will be 
enjoyed by many” 

Havebury’s latest funding for the 
Haverhill Volunteer Centre follows a 
£2,200 grant in 2006 to help improve East 
Town Park. 

Since Havebury’s Community Invest¬ 
ment Fund was set up in 2002, a total of 
£298,061 has been awarded in grants to 
support 120 community projects.

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£21,000 benefits 
cheat spared jail 


A MOTHER of five who 
claimed benefit without 
declaring savings of 
more than £40,000 has 
been spared jail. 

Jacqueline Macnamara, 57, 
denied four charges of making 
a false statement to obtain 
benefit but was found guilty 
after a trial at a hearing earlier 
this month. 

Her case was adjourned for 
sentencing at Bury St 
Edmunds Magistrates Court 
last Thursday, with the 
original bench warning her 
that all options were open, 
including prison. 

However, magistrates imp¬ 
osed a conditional discharge 
for two years and told her to 
pay £50 costs. 

Macnamara of Paske 
Avenue, Haverhill, had claimed 
that although the money was 
in her name, invested in 
National Savings accounts and

bonds, it actually belonged to 
her children - now in their 30s 
- and included cash they had 
earned from paper rounds and 
other jobs as well as some that 
they had inherited. 

At her trial she told the court 
that her husband, Michael, was 
a gambler, with a temper, who 
had no knowledge of the cash. 
Two of her children confirmed 
this. 

At the sentencing hearing, 
Malcolm Plummer, prosecuting 
said all £21,500 of housing and 
Council Tax benefit overpaid 
to the Macnamara family over 
a number of years had been 
repaid in full. 

Nicholas Wray, mitigating, 
said his client had not 
intended to be dishonest, but 
did not declare the cash 
because it was not hers, 


although it was in her name. 

The family had no previous 
criminal history and she was 
very remorseful about the 
offence. 

He said: “Her husband is 
suffering from a grave illness 
and there has been a real cost 
to her and her family in the 
stigma attached to the case. 

“The cost to them physically 
and emotionally has been 
immense. They have no 
savings at all and live a very 
quiet, self-contained life. She is 
a very caring, contrite woman 
who is very unlikely ever to 
come to court again.” 

Chairman Mary Crane said 
they decided against jail 
because of mitigating features 
in her case, the fact the money 
had been repaid, the length of 
time the case had been hanging 
over the defendant and the 
very low risk of her offending 
again.

They agreed to this and 
changed the regulations 
regarding out-of-hours 
services, in that they took 
that responsibility away 
from the doctors and gave 
it to the PCT. 

What is being proposed 


for the North Suffolk PCT 
area is a walk-in facility 
that can handle minor 
emergencies and 
problems from people, 12 
hours a day, every day of 
the week. Unfortunately, 
there is no money to 
provide this in addition to 
the existing services, so 
some services will be 
transferred and the 
existing medical practices 
have had their funding cut. 

If we do not welcome this 
additional service to 
Haverhill then, yet again, 
Bury St Edmunds will get 
the services and we will 
then hear wails of 
complaint that Haverhill 
gets nothing whilst Bury 
gets everything - oh, and 


the funding to the doctors’ 
practices will be cut 
anyway. 

I do feel for anyone or any 
organisation that has its 
funding cut, believe me, I 
know what that feels like. 
However, I cannot see how 
Haverhill residents can 
have this extra provision 
unless we accept this 
upgrade to our clinic in 
Camps Road.

The campaign aims to: 

■ Save all post offices in

■ Get the Government to 
provide financial support to 
ensure post offices remain 
open in villages and small 
towns, thereby safeguarding 
rural life and local economies. 

Postmasters and postmis¬ 
tresses have joined MPs to 
back the campaign - and 
readers are asked to show 
their support by signing the 
petition. 

Deepak Kale, manager of 
Wickhambrook Post Office, 
said: “We are the hub of the 
community. This is a vital 
service. 

“We have been here 12 
months and took over an 
ageing post office and village 
stores. We have spent the year 
investing time, effort and 
money to refurbish the 
business.” 

He said publicity about the 
closures had made people use 
their local post office more. 

Since 2001, Cambridge has 
lost several branches. The axe

Jim Paice, Cambridgeshire 
South East MP, said: “I am 
absolutely delighted the 
Cambridge News is backing 
the campaign to stop post 
office closures in the county 
“They are vital to rural 
communities. If they shut we 
don’t just lose a post office but 
often the shop, a social facility 
and community service to the 
disadvantage of the elderly 
and the vulnerable.” 

Andrew Lansley, MP for 
South Cambridgeshire, said: 
“I welcome the News’ camp¬ 
aign. Post offices are vital to 


many people across Cam¬ 
bridge and the county We will 
do everything we can to stop 
the closure programme, 
which will hit pensioners and 
the most vulnerable people.”

Unitary council 
proposal goes 
under debate

COUNCILLORS will be asked 
to support a plan to create 
west and east Suffolk unitary 
authorities - single organis¬ 
ations which would deliver 
all council services. 

Members of St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council will debate prop¬ 
osals to replace all existing district 
and county bodies at the full council 
meeting on Tuesday 

If they back the idea, it will be 
sent to the Boundary Committee, 
the national independent body 
which is looking at the future shape 
of local government in Suffolk and 
Norfolk. 

A so-called concept statement sets 
out the reasons for a unitary auth¬ 
ority covering West Suffolk, based 
in Bury St Edmunds, instead of one 
large unitary body covering the 
whole of Suffolk. It states such a 
body would be large enough to make 
significant financial savings but 
small enough to keep close ties with 
the community 

Cllr John Griffiths, St Edmunds¬ 
bury Borough Council leader, said: 
“I believe a unitary covering West 
Suffolk would be big enough to 
work, but small enough to connect 
with, and be accessible to, the 
people we serve. West Suffolk has a 
unique identity and we don’t want 
residents in this part of the county 
losing out to giant bodies taking 
decisions which affect us from miles 
away 

“One council providing all the 
services in the area is a good idea - 
but let’s make sure that we get 
what’s best for the west, as well as 
Suffolk as a whole, when it comes to 
providing top quality services more 
cost effectively and based on 
priorities which Council Tax payers 
in this part of the county identify 
for themselves.” 

The Boundary Committee for 
England has been asked by the 
Government to review the structure 
of local government in Suffolk and 
Norfolk. Keeping the structure the 
same is not an option being 
explored. 

Close working between councils is 
already operating in West Suffolk, 
with both St Edmundsbury Borough 
and Suffolk County councils set to 
move into one building, West 
Suffolk House, on the Public Service 
Village site in Bury St Edmunds. 

The concept statement said: “West 
Suffolk’s present and future is 
around sustainability and meeting 
the demands of a fast-growing 
Cambridge economy 

“Delivering services to a pop¬ 
ulation of around 200,000 to 250,000 
would enable West Suffolk to 
achieve significant economies of 
scale, without reducing the ability 
to keep high quality services which 
put customers first.”

Some amazing facts about 

AMATEURS: Unlike the Derby, the Grand National often sees amateur riders taking on and beating the professionals. The 
big race was most recently won by a member of the unpaid ranks when journalist Marcus Armytage scored on Mr Frisk in 
1990. 

BECHER’S BROOK: The 1839 National gave us the legendary Becher’s Brook, jumped as the sixth and 22nd fence in the 
great race. Captain Martin Becher fell from his horse Conrad at the ditch and crawled into the brook to escape the rest of 
the field jumping on him. 

He is reported to have said he never knew water tasted so foul without whisky in it. There have been many fallers at this 
notorious fence since then and in 1990 Becher’s Brook was straightened and the ditch partially filled in to make it safer. 

DOUGLAS: Former British Lions rugby union international John Douglas won the Grand National as an owner in 1979. His 
10-year-old Rubstic scored at 25-1 to give Scotland its one and only success in the race. 

FAVOURITES: Rough Quest was the first winning favourite in 14 years when he scored at 7-1 in 1996 and market leader 
Earth Summit struck just two years later at the same odds. Golden Miller started the shortest-priced favourite ever in 1935 
at 2-1 but failed to complete the course. 

GREYS: Only two grey horses have ever won the Grand National in its 150-year history, The Lamb (1868 and 1871) and 
Nicolaus Silver (1961). 

JOCKEYS: Carl Llewellyn is the only jockey still riding to have won the Grand National twice, on Party Politics (1992) and 
Earth Summit (1998). 

LADY RIDERS: Charlotte Brew became the first woman to ride in the Grand National in 1977. Her mount Barony Fort 
refused at the fourth-last fence. Geraldine Rees was the first to complete the course, on Cheers in 1982. Rosemary 
Henderson, a 51-year-old grandmother, finished fifth on Fiddlers Pike in 1994. Carrie Ford will be trying to win this time 
aboard Forest Gunner. 

MOVIES: Aldaniti’s emotional 1981 success inspired the movie ‘Champions’. John Hurt portrayed Bob Champion, who 
fought back from cancer to land the National on a horse who overcame career-threatening injury himself. 

NICKEL: Nickel Coin was the last mare to win the Grand National, in 1951. Closest to scoring for the fairer sex in recent 
years have been Dubacilla and Ebony Jane, fourth in 1995 and 1994 respectively, and Auntie Dot, third in 1991. 

OUTSIDERS: Four horses have won the race at odds of 100-1, Tipperary Tim (1928), Gregalach (1929), Caughoo (1947) and 
Foinavon (1967). 

RED RUM: No horse can match Red Rum’s Grand National record. Winner of the race in 1973 and 1974, he was second the 
next two years before his historic third victory in 1977. After his retirement on the eve of the National in 1978, he regularly 
led the parade of runners before the start. He died in 1995 and is buried by the winning post at Aintree. 

VOLUPTUARY: Voluptuary, bred by Queen Victoria, had never jumped a fence before winning the National in 1884. He 
ended his career clearing a water jump night after night in the Grand National scene of the play ‘Prodigal Daughter’. 

WEDDINGS: Aintree racecourse is now licensed for wedding ceremonies. Couples can tie the knot in the Valentine suite of 
the Queen Mother stand before moving on to the Becher suite for a wedding breakfast, with the whole site available for 
memorable photographs. 

YOUNGEST: Bruce Hobbs was the youngest jockey to win the National, scoring on Battleship in 1938 at the age of 17. 
Oldest successful rider was 48-year-old Dick Saunders on Grittar in 1982. Tim Durant was the oldest jockey to complete the 
course, partnering Highlandie in 1968 at the age of 68. 

ZONGALERO: When Zongalero finished a length-and-a-half second to Rubstic in the 1979 National he completed an 
unhappy hat-trick. He had also been runner-up in the Mackeson Gold Cup and Massey-Ferguson Gold Cup and ended the 
season without a win to his name.

RACISM is on the rise in 
Suffolk schools, according to a 
shocking new report. 

The number of complaints 
shot up by 40 per cent from 433 
in 2005/06 to 606 in 2006/07, and 
the number of schools expe¬ 
riencing problems rose from 
125 to 152 over the same period. 


Suffolk County council 
blamed the increase on more 
“rigorous” reporting of 
complaints - but the Ipswich 
and Suffolk Council for Racial 
Equality (ISCRE) disputed this, 
saying that many incidents 
still go unreported. 

Jane Basham, the director of 


ISCRE, said: “The significant 
increase in racist incidents in 
schools is of very real concern 
and it has such a negative 
impact on young children.

see America with a Democratic 
Government. I know that 
Barack Obama has actually 
used the song a couple of times 
as well.” 

When she made her first album 
as an unknown artist she was 
signed to a small subsidiary 
label and was given free rein 
without record industry bosses 
looming over her. 

Not so the second time around 
with Drastic Fantastic which 
was released in September last 
year. 

She said: “The first album was 
a very deliberate attempt at 
making something very 
traditional and singer 
songwriter-based. 

“But with this second album I 
really wanted to explore some 
of my interests in people like 
Bowie and The Flaming Lips, 
much more theatrical character- 
filled musicians that I love.”

Honda’s grin-inducing S2000 




■ CONFIDENCE-INSPIRING... the Honda S2000 GT. 



NO, your eyes do not deceive 
you, this is a road test of a 
Honda S2000 - now 

effectively a new car. 

Much of what is on show remains 
the same. Owners get leather seats, 
a radio/CD player, alloy wheels, 
driver and passenger airbags and, 
most importantly, the same 
amazing engine. And oh what an 
engine it is. 

The 2.0-litre petrol unit has four 
cylinders - the same as many 
family cars and small executive 
saloons engines. There though, the 
similarities end. The red line for 
example sits just under 9,000 revs. 
That’s approaching motorbike 
revolutions per minute - practically 
unheard of in a car. Most diesel 
engines have a red line at half that 
figure while most petrols hit the 
limiter at about 6-7,000. When the 
S2000’s VTEC unit reaches these 
revs, it’s just getting going. 

Performance figures from the 
loony engine are a power output of 
237bph which creates a top speed of 
150mph and a 0-60mph dash is seen 
off in 5.6 seconds. The engine is 
only part of the story, however. 
What has been modified is the

suspension - previously the biggest 
flaw. Before these revisions, if you 
drove an S2000 in anything other 
than perfect weather and clean, dry 
roads, you had to be careful - very 
careful. The handling was poised, 
rather precariously, on a knife-edge 
and on greasy roads the rear could 
snap round, with only the smartest 
drivers able to catch it. 

Now, Honda has added thicker 
anti-roll bars, fiddled with the 
dampers and up-rated the 
suspension. The result is a hugely 
inspiring sports car. Put it into a 
bend and it will let you push 
towards the limits. When you get 
close to losing control, it tells you by 
giving too much feedback and 
progressively understeering which 
is correctable by gently lifting off. 

Don’t get me wrong though, as 


Honda hasn’t completely tamed its 
animal. It will still kick the tail out 
if accelerating around a junction 
too quickly from low revs but this is 
not “meet your maker” oversteer. 

This confidence-inspiring 
handling is in keeping with the rest 
of the car, especially when you 
consider it’s a thoroughbred sports 
car. The seats are comfortable and 
hold you well. The radio/CD system 
has some excellent speakers, some 


of which are fitted in the roll-hoops 
right behind your head, giving a 
surround-sound experience. The 
plastics used are of obvious quality 
and the switches and dials, all 
driver-orientated, clunk and click 
with bomb-proof quality
